number of motor vehicles registered |. 


in California in 1923 was given at 
1,114,977 in a report made public 
today by Will H. Marsh, chief of the 
Division of Motor Vehicles, 

This total is exclusive of trailers, 
non-resident and dealers registrations 
an dexemptions and is an approxt- 
mate increase of 27 per cent over 
1922, the number for that year being 
878,108. 

Registrations for the year were di- 
vided in Marsh’s report as follows: 
Pleasure cars, 1,056,756; trucks (solid 
tire) 43,527; motorcyeles, 14,694. 

Passenger cars showed the greatest 
gain, there being 234,362 more regis- 
tered in 1923 than during the pre- 
vious year.

Yard Riot Predicted By Ti inning 


MARTINEZ, Feb, 9.—That a onan 


jury imvestigation of liquor found 
at the Port Costa brick yards will 
probably be made soon was the de- 
velopment on Saturday following :a 
fight at the yards: on. Friday after- 
noon in which two men were badly 
beaten and the. discovery by the 
County Dry Squad of several gallons 
of wine in barrels and bottles, the 
officers state. : 

Chris Berg of San Francisco’ is 
president of' the company and in 
commenting on the case / Satrday 
morning, District Attorney A. B. Tin- 
ning stated: 

“He will probably be called before 
the grand jury to explaim the pres- 
ence of liquor found there.” 

The trouble at the-brick yards on 
Friday afternoon followed the de> 
parture of 300 delegates to a conven- 
tion of the Common Mrick Manufac- 
turers’ Association being held in Los 
Angeles next week, The visitors were 
entertained at the Port Costa yards 
on Friday morning and shortly after 
12 o’clock left by steamer for a cruise 
of the bay, arriving in San Francisco 
later in the d&y. 

In an attack waged by a number. of 
Italians shortly after 1 o’clock on 
Friday afternoon, Otto Cagle and A. 
P. Morgan, also employes of the com- 
pany, were badly beaten. Deputy 
Sheriffs J. M. Soseph, R. L. McNam- 
ara, Wm. J. Jordan and August Rut- 
ter were rushed to the scene of the 
trouble following a call for help sent 
to the sheriff's office early in the 
afternoon. 

The battle wag stopped by the offi- 
cers and three arrests made . 

A further investigation by the Coun- 
ty Dry squad revealed several hun- 
dred gallons of liquor, the officers 
report,, between one hundred and two 
hundred bottles of wine being found 
in a shed near the pavilion, where 
the visiting brick makers were ban- 
queted.
